Originally ordered to become ef- 
fective Nov. 11, this year, the in- 
crease has been held up and a 
public hearing on the proposed 
changes will be held in Boston 
Nov. 26 and 27, 

Meanwhile, the board of select- 
men had voiced its opinion about 
the question of bus fares, A joint 
statement issued by the board said; 

The question of bus fares is a 
complicated one, and a solution 
must be more than an emotional 
one. We are agreed that 15¢ is a 
high charge for a 20 minute ride 
from Andover to Lawrence. We sin- 
cerely believe that any increase in 
fares will be offset by decreased 
patronage. The present bus riders, 
particularly at those times of day
